40,000 Employes of New York Consolidated Edison Protected 
By Bona Fide Organization; Tracy Tells of Victory 


For the first time in history, the 40,000 employes of the 


gigantic Consolidated Edison 


company, propably the largest 


utility concern in the world, are now protected by an agreement 
with a bona fide labor organization—the international brother- 


hood of electrical workers. 


A formal announcement 
ihe company had signed the union 
pact was made this week by Dan 
W. Tracy, international president 
of the brotherhood. 

Tracy said that 28,000 of the 
company’s employes are already 
dues-paying members of the union 
and the others are joining at the 
rate of 500 a day. Seven new local 
unions have been established. Four 
are in Manhattan, one in Queens, 
one in Brooklyn and one in Mount 
Vernon. 


The company has eight subsi- 
diary firms which supply New 
York and the surrounding country 


vith power, light and gas.

Tampa Adopts Boiler 
Inspection Ordinance 


Examining and Licensing of Engi- 


neers is Also Prescribed in Law | 


Favored by Organized Labor. 


Fla. 


TAMPA, Tampa now has 
a steam boiler and compressor or- 
dinance. It was enacted by the 
municipal council following the 
presentation of unanswerable testi- 
mony in favor of the measure by 
R. K. Miller, chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed by local No. 925 
of the International Union of Op- 
erating Engineers, and Glenn Mc- 
Clung, business agent of the local 

In addition to requiring periodi- 
eal inspection of steam pressure 
machinery the ordinance’ pre- 
scribes examination and licensing 
of those in charge of boilers o1 
compressors. This provision is de- 
signed to make for greater safet 
of human life and the protection of 
property against dantage. It was 
claimed that hitherto boiler in 
many instances were in charge of 
men who knew little of the re 
quirements for handling a_ boiler 


with safety 
Refrigerator Companies Oppose 


Representatives of refrigerator 
companies were the only persons 
expressing opposition to the ordi 
nance. They held that automatic 
machines should not be brought 
under the rigid inspection require- 
ments and that little technical skill 
was necessary for those who oper- 
ated such machinery. 

The union representatives 
pointed out that in event of a 
break in the automatic machines 
skilled men would have to be sum- 
moned to take charge, and that 
sometimes great danger developed 


when pressure pumps in refrigera- 
tion plants got out of 

The ordinance applies to the in- 
spection of boilers in school build- 


order 


ings, which in the past have been 
inspected by city officials but with- 
out legal authority. It does not 
effect locomotive boilers, marine 
steam boilers or those serving the 
federal government in any de- 
partment. 

Most employers welcome the} 
new law because it gives them 
security in hiring engineers and 
firemen who are capable of ren- 
dering expert service, the lack of 
which could easily prove costly in 


the event of accidents.
